friend and wise counsellor with an 
untiring passion for public service, 
Morrow was mourned alike by the 
multitude and those in exalted 
positions. He had been friend and

Morrow died in his 59th year, 


four years after he entered politics 
as ambassador to Mexico. In that 
short time he won universal fame 
aid love of the American people. 
It had been expected he would 
play a central role in shaping the 
nation's destiny. His demise came 
while many sought to have him 
nominated next year for the high- 
est office in the gift of the Amer- 
ican people—the presidency. 


His last public speech Sunday 


night was in behalFof charity. He 
challenged the people of today to 
;work out the problem of "com- 
/plex civilization" in regard to dis- 
pending benefactions.

soon, as the tide recedes, when the 
plane, if it came down in Cobe- 
quid Bay, may be located. 


Some villagers said they heard 


the voices of two men immediate- 
ly after the explosion. 


The trip on which the accident 


is feared to have occurred was 
the longest ever attempted in 
ship-to-shore aerial mail transpor- 
tation by the North German Lloyd 
line. 


On Sept. 9, a similar plane took 


off from the deck of the liner 
Europa, sister ship of the Bremen, 
from, a point 600 miles at sea.
